paper and balloons, you'll come to a land of 
purple and green snakes, pink and blue mice, a 
turbaned fortune teller and Peter Pan on 
strings. 


The scene is the Oct. 6 Country Fair spon- 


sored by the Navarro County Association for 
Retarded Children, and the colorful place is the 
"Fun Spot," a variety of children's activities, 
games and shows directed by Mrs. Theo 
Montfort. 


The "Fun Spot," says Mrs. Montfort, is 


designed to make the Country Fair truly a 
family event. "While the parents are out there 
looking at the hand-crafted items," she said, 
"this will give the children something to do. We 
want people to come as a family." 


One of the most unique events of the Fun 


Spot, said Mrs. Montfort, is a marionette show 
by Mrs. John Beck of Kerens. Mrs. Beck will 
present her marionettes in a production of 
Peter Pan four times during the Oct. 6 fair. 


Two games, both running all day, areplanned 


for the fair. In one, children will submit their 
guesses as to the number of beans in a large 
jar. The child with the most accurate guess 
will win a four-foot tall, blue and white stuffed 
dog contributed by Mrs. Don Marrett. 


STUFFED ANIMALS are also the prizes in 


another game Mrs. Montfort calls the "Animal 
Spin." In this event, the children participating 
will be assigned a number. Mrs. Montfort will 
then spin a large wheel, and the child whose 
number comes up will become the owner of a 
vividly colored stuffed snake, mouse or other 
appealing toy. The Animal Spin will continue 
throughout the day with a winner each time and 
also prizes for the other children participating. 


The Fun Spot will also feature a robed and 


turbaned fortune teller, a grab bag and a 
drawing for a door prize at the end of the day. 
The Trophy Skating Palace has contributed a 
pair of boy's and girl's skates, which will be 
awarded to two children who have registered 
for the drawing. 


Mrs. Montfort expressed pleasure at com-

In spite of urgings from a 


sizeable group of area citizens 
and business leaders, Navarro 
County Commissioners Friday 
morning denied a motion by 
Judge Rob Dunn that the 
county's manpower services 
program be returned to Com- 
munity Services, Inc. (formerly 
the Navarro County Action 
Committee) 
for 
the 
ad- 


ministration of local manpower 
training programs. 


The decision to allow the Hunt 


County School Board to ad- 
minister the program was 
reached in the form of a 3-1 vote 
following more than an hour of 
debate. Only Comm. Billy 
Hargrove voted to rescind the 
original Sept. 5 action in favor 
of 
the 
Hunt County ad- 


ministrators. He also cast the 
only vote in of the Community 
Services agency on that oc- 
cassion. 


Voting against switching back 


to Community Services, Inc. 
were Arlon Simmons, J. A. 
(Junior) Penney, and Ellis 
Montgomery. 


Among those arguing in favor 


of switching back to Community 
Services was Bill McKie, 
president of the agency. "I 
think a majority of people in 
this county would say the 
service should be administered 
locally," he said. McKie in- 
dicated at one point that he and 
Jerome Vacek will "just quit" if 
the Commissioners did not 
allow the manpower program to 
be 
administered 
through 


Community Services. 


The primary argument for 


administering the program 
locally is the desire to keep all 
funding 
within 
Navarro 


County. Of the total $58,000 
alloted for carrying on the 
program, 
$11,000 is 
the 


maximum amount which can be 
used for putting the program in 
operation. This sum-or at least 
a portion of it will serve as the 
Hunt County School Board's 
administrative fund. All of the 
remaining money is to be spent 
on the designated recipients of 
manpower services-the poor of 
Navarro County. 


OTHER 
PERSONS 
who 


urged the Commissioners to 
designate Community Services 
as manpower administrator 
here included Drew Gillen of 
Blooming Grove, who said, "I 
don't like to see our county play 
second fiddle." He said he 
represented the mayor of 
Blooming Grove in asking the 
Commissioners to switch back 
to Community Services, Inc. 


P. D. Fullwood, a Corsicana 


City Commissioner and Vice- 
president of Community Ser- 
vices also spoke in favor of 
Community Services on the 
grounds that all possible funds 
should be kept within Navarro 
County. 


Jerome Pikulinski, 
man- 


power director for the North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments 
(NTCOG), 


defended the choice of the Hunt 
County School Board. He said if 
every county attempted to 
administer the 
manpower 


program on a local basis, there 
would not be sufficient money 
for programs in all the counties 
under NCTOG. A single agency 
can more economically do the 
job, he said. 


Pikulinski said he originally 


recommended 
Community 


Services, Inc. as the agency to 
administer 
the 
manpower 


program. He said shortly after 
the 
Commissioners 
Court 


backed that recommendation, 
Jerome 
Vacek, 
executive 


director of Community Ser- 
vices, took it upon himself to 
send letters to county officials 
stating that NCTOG was 
dealing in inequitable treat- 
ment of rural counties. "We 
don't want the manpower 
programs to become a political 
football," Pikulinski said. 


PIKULINSKI POINTED OUT 


the Hunt School Board has 
experience in administering 
such programs. It administers 
the programs for five counties. 


Following the vote against 


Community Services, Judge 
Dunn refused to allow Walter 
Merrell, administrator of the 
manpower 
program 
for

the commission accepted a bid 
of $5,967.54 from Farmers 
Supply Corp. of Waco for a 
Massey-Ferguson 
diesel 


tractor. Comm. Hargrove said 
this 
bid 
represented 
the 


County's best buy although it 
was not the lowest received. Of 
two other bids received, one of 
the tractors did not meet 
specifications outlined by the 
County. The third tractor was 
less adaptable to the county's 
needs, according to Comm. 
Hargrove, than the model which 
was accepted. It would have 
cost approximately $17 less 
than the Massey-Ferguson. 
Comm. Penney abstained in the 
voting because his business 
interests concern the same 
tractor line as approved by the 
commission.

Tuesday, Mayor Sue 
Youngblood said today, to 
review the apparent low bid of 
Chapel Hills Constructions Co. 
on the new central fire station. 


Only two bids were received 


at Tuesday's meeting at which 
time the Commission gave 
Chapel Hills notice that under 
the specifications, the low 
bidder has seven days in which 
to furnish the City a list of 
subcontractors 
and suppliers 


who are subject to approval of 
the City in awarding a bid. 


Mayor Youngblood said she 


personally felt like both "the 
bids (received) are too high" 
and that it was hard to believe 
that building materials and 
costs had gone up 20 to 30 per 
cent in the past 90 days as the 
Commission was advised by a 
representative of the other 
bidder—Speed Fab-Crete, Inc., 
Fort Worth, who also drew up 
plans for Corsicana under an 
earlier design contract. 


"We can either award the 


contract or reject the bid," 
Mayor Youngblood told TheSun 
today, following the review. 


Chapel Hill's base bid was 


$102,720 and Speed Fab-Crete's 
was $104,570. 


As close together as the two 


bids were, City Manager Dick 
Ballenger said he thought the 
Commission would want to 
review both since the City, 
under its bid advertisement, 
reserved the right to "accept or 
reject any and all bids."
